This was said with a 
lauj:h, mid that is all lie would aay on 
the subject. Ho said lie went to bis 
home in Visalia partly to rest from bis 
tramp in the hills and partly to see bis 
children, ami that he had been betrayed 
by 
Bynl and his mother to the 


ahuriff ol Tulare county. When he saw 
KO many old friends anil neighbors as- 
sembled around his house he did not 
Imw tin-Iie.'irt to (ire on them. Mor- 
roll left the question ot (mrrender en- 
tirely to his judgment. The cabin in 
tho hills discovered ami destroyed by 
Sheriff Scott's posse was built by JSvuns 


They had therefore been at liberty Ilfty- 
'our days, during all of which time the 
sheriff bad a force in pursuit.

Tlie county exchange, when once o 


ganm:d and having decided to conatri 
i'lB warehouse, or houses, etc., inn 
upon creditor by giving its notes, <i 
tain building materials for tbo san 
and may also borrow money upon g: 
ing tlie notes of the raisin exchany 
and whenever the raisins, or part 
the crop is sold, and the money is i 
ceived for pales, a certain per cent 
such money received, per ton, could be 
deducted from sume due each grower lo 
create a fund bv which to honor pmrnis- 
sorv notes and liquidate bills against 
the exchango and warehouse company. 


Aa the whole raisin crop of the slate 


and the property of every member of 
the exchange and warehouse company 
become security for the debt, there can- 
not be the slightest trouble in obtaining 
money and building material from lliose 
who have material for sale and money 
to lend. Therefore, almost no cash cup- 
iUil is necessary to get the plan into 
practical operation for, as shown, the 
combined cmdil of the growers will fur- 
nish the capital, and the raisins, when 
sold, will pottle all bills and discharge 
nil obligations.

Congressmen are to he elected in ali 


nine districts of New York this year 
and already the Republicans are looking 
about and taking their political sound 
ings. They incline, most naturally, to 
those districts now represented by Dem- 
ocratic congressmen who supported UIL 
Wileon bill, which the special electioi 
of January 30th showed to be so unpop- 
ular. Democratic congressmen who are 
accustomed to scrutinize past eleclioi 
returns, now study the police census of 
the unemployed as well. 


In 18i*2, without any effort or canvass 


whatever, and in support of a candidate 
practically unknown to the voters, the 
llemiblioms of the Thirteenth district, 
now represented by John De Witt \Var- 
iier, polled 11,000 votes ajwinst 18,000 
Democrats. The district lies directly 
south of the 
two districts in which 


special elections were held on January 
liOlii. H gave, in ItAt2, llOJiet= Dtiinu- 
rrnt majority than the district which 
Mr.Quipg turned over to the Ilejiubli^in 
column two weeks ago. Mr. \Varner 
was one of the three Neiv York mem- 
bers who voted for the Wilson bill, and 


HE his district is one of the heaviest 
manufacturing districts in the United 
Hales when times are good and work is 
steady,the outlook fora Di'inocraticsnc- 
ccEEor to him might be a great deal but- 
ler than it is. 
Thu poiiee census re- 


turned 5701 unemployed persons in this 
district on February 1st, 


South ofForticlh street are U'G con- 


gress districts, represented by General 
Pickles and Hourkc Cockran. Ooncral 
Sickles was one of tlie four Ne'.v York 
city congressmen who voted against the 
Wi'leon bill. Tlie Republican vote here 
in 1892 was 12,200 against 18,400 Demo- 
cratic. The police census of the unem- 
ployed gave 6977 as the number of per- 
eane out of work in this district on Feb- 
ruary 1st. It has a very large popula- 
tion of workinfrmen, with whom, how- 
ever, General Sickles is very popular. 
He has, also, many frieiius among the 
Republicans, uot alone by reason of his 
vote oil the Wilson bill, hut on account 
of his opposition to any cuckoo foreign 
policy, labelled Democratic. He voted 
against the McCreary cuckoo resolution. 
The Sun expresses the opinion that no 
Republican named against him in con- 
nection with the congressional nomina- 
tion in this district, could jwll more 
than three-i)uarters of the full Republi- 
can vote. 


The Twelfth district, now represented 


by Mr. Cockran, gave him 16,000 votes 
in 1892, against 7700 polled for the Re- 
publican nominee. This district is not 
so strongly Democratic as is supposed. 
The police census of the unemployed 
gave 5730 as the number of idle persons 
on February 1st. 
Mr. Cockrau was one 


of the three New York city members 
who voted lo sustain the hypocritical 
and indefensible Wilson hill. 


Mr. (.Juigge' district, the Fourteenth,

JIKLI) TO ANSWKlt ON A CUAKUK 


OF ItOKIIKltY. 


He Knjoys the Notoriety Ho Has 


(tniiHHl— Other Complaints 


Filed. 


Ed Morrell, Chris Evans' partner, was 


examined yesterday morning in Justice 
Crichtoii's court on a charge of robbery. 
On tho evening of December 28th, a few 
minutes afler F, vans' escape, Morrel! 
held nji City Marshal J. 1). Morgan and 
AV. M. \Vyalt, a capitaiisl,, and took a 
revolver from Morgan. 


There was a li-.r^e crowd in the court 


room, eager to gee the man who had 
aided Evans to escape, and Morrell 
seemed to enjov the attention he \van at- 
tracting, lie did not appear at all im- 
pressed with the gravity of fiis position, 
and grinned at thu crowd as if he en- 
joyed the situation immum-ely. 


Only one witness was put. on thufttand 


hy the prosecution, J. D. Morgan, who 
swore lo the complaint against Morrell. 
He identified Morrell as the man who 
bad relieved him of his revolver, and 
then told how the robbery occurred. 
• Ho testified that on the evening of 
December 28th, at about b' o'clock, he 
was on his way down town. He met 
W. M. Wyalt on Mariposa arrest near 
the Adventiet church, and stopped to 
speak to him. Morrell suddenly came 
upon them, and with aii oatli ordered 
him and Wyatt to hold up their hands, 
enforcing the command with a pistol. 
Morrell then searched Morgan and took 
his revolver. 


How Morgan turned the tables on 


Morrell nnd was thereupon shot by 
Evans, who came to Morrell's assist- 
ance was not related, as that hud noth- 
ing lo do with Ihe actual robbery. Mor- 
rell made no remark du ring the exami- 
nation and Ihero was no testimony 
offered for the defense.

Mr. Newton eatil be had been wr«mgly 


reported bv the evening paper, which 
attributed to him tho statement, thai 
there has of late been an improvement 
in the price of raibins. 


What he said was that prices were at 


a very low ebb and he could not see how 
they could gel lower, lie did, however, 
i-"xpect an improvement unless impru- 
dent shippers ghuuld Hood the weak 
places in the market with raisins. 


It SB Mr. Nowton's opinion that indis- 


criminate shipments by packers do more 
lo lower prices than an insuUicient, tar- 
iff docs. While the free admission of 
/ante currants undoubtedly affected (he 
market adversely, it was the henvj- mid 
indiscriminate shipments to points al- 
ready supplied that knocked the bottom 
out of it. 


Mr. Newton also denied that he had 


slated that no combination ot growers 
would ever be found to work. 


"Tho fact is," he said, "1 have had 


no opportunity to investigate either the 
Johnson or the State Exchange plan, 
andean therefore fiivc no opinion con- 
corning them. 1 earnestly hope thai 
whatever plan is adopted will benelil 
tho industry, as we are as deeply inter- 
ested as any one in its welfare. 1 be- 
lieve that tho law of supply and de- 
mand will regulate the industry, and 
am by no means inclined to take a 
dark view of its future."

THE .lUItY COMPLETED VESTKE- 


DAY MOANING.

Prosecution

The trial of Charles M. Boyd on a 


charge of minder was resumed in Judge 
Harris' coinl yesterday morning, and 
Ihe jury was completed without delay. 


The ;»rosci:ulio» is conducted by Mr. 


Walter uf the district, attorney's ollico 
and Senator ( toucher, while the defense 
is iu the hands of W. D. Tupper and 
Frank 11.. Short. 


JJoyd stands charged with murder in 


tliu Unit degree, for having on Ihe Hth 
dav of May, ISi):j, shot Jack Maloney in 
t le Club saloon on the west side district 
in Hits city. 


Boyd and Owen Kullon had been 


partners in runninji Ihe saloon and Ma- 
lonev had been employed as barkeeper. 
Creditors attached the saloon and .Ma- 
loney was put in charge as keeper. After 
the mailer waa arranged Bovd was run- 
ning 1 he place, and he and M'aloney had 
some words over Ihe claim of thu latter 
for fees as keeper und as bartender. 


On the evening prior to the b-hootinn 


affiny Maloney had borrowed a 44-cal- 
iber revolver of I-'allon, and it was un- 
deretood thai there was bad blond be- 
tween them and that a collision was 
likelv to UIIBIK*. 


On the evening of May fith, Maloney 


went into the saloon with a companion 
and went up to the bur where Hoyd was 
talking with some men. Maloney asked. 
Boyd if he had made curtain statements, 
and from this they began quarreling. 
Iioth men drew guns, and in the shoot- 
ing affray that followed Maloney was 
eevercly wounded and afterwards died 
therefrom. 


Uuyd WHS lodged in jail for sonic lime, 


and afterwards was let.io bail and acted 
us special deputy for M. Jl. Curtis dur- 
ing Ihe labor troubles last fall, and. re- 
cently has been engaged in Ihe pursuit 
of Chris Evans in Ihe mountains. 


Itoyd's defense will be thai he was set 


upon by Mutoncy, who came to tho sa- 
loon for the purpose of killing him, hav- 
ing borrowed Fallon's pintol for that 
purpose, and that he acted strictly in 
Self defence. 


The evidence so far has been that of 


eye witnesses lo Ihe affray, and those 
who were on the ground shortly after it. 
There is the usual difference of recollec- 
tion on the part, of witnesses, and the 
renulL will depend upon Ihe iiueslioii nf 
whether Boyd was jiislif'ted and acted 
blriclly in self defense.

CHICAGO'S GIRLS' CLUBS. 


Distinction i>F till, C. i:. ?!. 15. C. Iiml Crtln- 


fmls ofllir Jniiu Club. 


The Chicago Girls' Mutual Benefit clnl) 


rejoices in tiie unique distinction of hav- 
ing a clubhouse all its own. The orig- 
inal conception of the club was only a 
Ihonght that took root in the hearts and 
mind:< of s:nne half dozen Chicago girls 
gathered together to discuss how agirla' 
club could be organized among the wage 
earners of tho city. After some discus- 
tion tho few formed themselves into a 
hand of King's Daughters, and to gain 
funds for their scheme gave a concert, 
with the proceeds of which they rented a 
collage and formed classes for the study 
>f practical topics, liko sewing, milli- 
lery, typewriting, embroidery and tho 
rest! 


These classes arc taught by somo two- 


The club members pay dues of 5 cents 
per week, except Iho teachers, who pay 
;!<) cents per week, to defray partially 
Hie expense of a carriage, as Iho slreet 
car lines do not run near tho cottage. 
All Ibis of course has been written over 
many limes in the history ot girls'clubs, 
but Iho distinctive and interesting thing 
about this organization is Hint when the 
small clubhouse became overcrowded 
Iho plucky girls determined to build II 
clubhouse i f their own. liy various en- 
tertainments 
and 
subscriptions they 


managed lo raise enough money to se- 
cure a lot. A friend then camo to their 
aid and made a generous offer to build 
the clubhouse, charging them I) per cent 
on the investment, to lie paid as rent, 
and giving them Iho privilege ot paying 
Ihe principal any lime within live years. 


The club took possession of tho new 


house in May, 1SD2, and already nearly 
one-half the debt is paid. Hvcn in Now 
York, where the working girls' club 
movement began and is supported by 
wealthy patrons, none of tlio clubs lias 
as yet attained the dignity of a club- 
house ol its own. The Thlrty-ciglith 
Slrcct cliib, of which Miss Dodge is prcs- 
idenl, has an cntiro house rented and 
sublets portions of it, but most of tho 
societies meet in renled rooms. Sorosis, 
the great pioneer club, with ii« large 
membership, bus no permanent homo-of 
its own and no headquarters for tlio 
keeping of its archives. 


Tho J ane clnb.a protegee of Hull Honso 


and named in honor of Miss Jano Ad- 
dams, is another interesting organiza- 
tion of 50 members, living together in 
communities in the club fashion estab- 
lished by men. 
It occupies a largo Hat, 


well lighted and heated, with hot and 
cold water and bathrooms on every floor. 
Tho parlors aro prettily furnished, the 
libraries well stocked with books, the 
three dining tables well supplied with 
appetizing food prepared by the club 
steward, who is hired in tho regular 
way by the committee. There is a gen- 
eral meeting of the members every two 
weeks to atlend lo tho business affairs 
of the club and to regulato mailers gen- 
erally. This might be called the safety 
valvo of the machine, for if one has a 
grievance or ll suggestion of any kind 
this is the place at which sho can be 
heard. Each member feels her responsi- 
bility as hostess and has the honor and 
interest of ihe club at heart. T^ere are 
no rules and regulalions, and each mem- 
ber spends her evenings according to her 
own inclination. As far as it is given to 
outsiders to know, tho Jano clllbisileni:- 
cess, deinonstraling clearly the fact ll'ml 
a number of women cnu be housed under 
one plan and be happy. 


Speaking of Ibis club lo Miss Addams, 


Iho question was asked wholher sbo ap- 
proved of Mr. Stead's idea of co-opera- 
tive clubs of this kind, wilh both men 
mid women members, for Mr. Stead 
argues that Lbero would1 bo more mar- 
rying and giving in inarriago of the 
right sort if young men and women bad 
more opportunities for meeting and 
knowing each other. And Miss Addams 
Raid that sbo saw no reason why isen and 
women might not live togolher in n club 
of this kind as well as in the boarding 
houses; that the matter had not come lo 
them as ycl. but when it did she should 
favor the formation of such clubs, and 
that thero were inch and women associ- 
ated in Iho work at Hull House and 
sometimes in residence thero togelher.— 
New York Sun.
